FiRE BUG SUFFRAGETTES CAUGHF 


Cairo, III., April 5.— H. A. Wheeler, 


engineer in charge, telegraphed that 
the levee at Point Pleasant, Mo., 70 
miles down the Micsissippi, had gone 
out. 
This means a valley 20 by 100 


miles will be flooded, but Cairo’s situ­ 
ation will be relieved. 


C’hicago, A p ril 5 .— A heavy fall 
rain, lasting nearly twenty-four hours, 
uvt'r th^ Ohio valley from I ’aducuh a l­ 
most to Pittsburg, made the flood sit­ 
uation acute 
again. 
A ll 
tributary 
streams are swollen and tlie danger 
at places already gravely threatened 
is increased. 
The city 
levee at Hickm an, Ky., 
broke, Hooding the factory district. 
There are now 2,500 
refugees 
in 
camps about that city. 
The Howell 
levee, protecting 200 
fam ilies in Inglesid«», between Evan s­ 
ville and How ell, gave way. and the \ 
Ingleside district is now inundated to a 
depth of from six to ten feet, 


1,000 Refugees in Hills. 


About one thousand refugef's in the 
hills back of Shawneetown arc report­ 
ed suffering for food, while federal 
and state agencies have been unable 
to relieve them. 
At ( ’olurnbus thc Scioto is again at 
flood stage, and a levee on the west 
side is broken, releasing the waters 
over a part of the territory flooded 
last week. 
Rising waters at Dayton 
also 
are 
hampering 
rehabilitation 
work. 
Thirty thousand persons within a 
radius of ninety miles around Mount 
Vertion, Ind., are calling for help, ac­ 
cording to Guy R. Green, river fore­ 
caster at that point, who was reached 
by telephone from Evansville. 
The 
greatest suffering, he said, is on the 
Illinois side of the Wabash. 


River Stationary at Cairo. 


Cairo, 111., A p ril 5.— W ith fhe river 
standing stationary all <lay at the dan- 
gerotis high m ark of 51 feet and sev- 
en-tenths, the ('airo flood fighters have 
been continually on the job. 
Eve ry 
foot of the 
big 
levee 
system 
is 
watched by patrolmen. 
W hile the big 
arm y of laborers are scattered along 
the entire system, 
the 
most 
active 
work is being done bet«\een Four­ 
teenth street and tlie Illinois Eentral 
bridge, on the Ohio side, where the 
levee is not as high as at other points. 
The wafer there i.s a foot and a half 
against hulkheading, above levee prop 
er in some places, and most can*ful 
vigilance is given the situation in this 
section of the levee, a hrrakw afer has 
been built about three feet on the out­ 
side of tlie inilkhead 
from 
Twenty- 
fourth street to the Cairo 
elevator. 
This was thought best as the high 
wind drove ih** water against file bulk­ 
head very strong.
